| :~An elaborately prepared plan on 
an extensive scale for a coup on the police bar-

wounded, The revolver bore tlie distinct mark 
of a bullet, showing that it was shot from the 
hand of the raider using it. . The only casualty 
amongst the police was a slight wound, by a 
bullet, to Sergeant McDonagh’'s face. 

Prior to the attack on the barracks, which 
started at half-past 10 o'clock, and lasted until 
half-past one, all telegraphic and telephonic 
communication was cut off from Tralee, within 
a radius of fifteen miles. The last train from 
Cork was delayed over an hour owing to the 
cutting of the wires near Farranfore, which 
prevented the release of the staff from the 
signal hut at Gortalea. At Tralee the police 
found the telephone connection with all outlying 
barracks cut off, and immediately communica 
with the military authorities. Motor lorries, 
with police and military, were despatched to 
Odorney, Ballyheigue, and Camp, but they 
found their way barred by trees, felled, across 
the roads, deep trenches being made, and barri- 
cades of stones placed across the roads. 

POLICE REFUSE TO SURRENDER, 

It was late this morning when anything de- 
finite could be gleaned. Rumours were afloat 
that the ‘three bayracks named were attacked, 
and three policemen kitled at Ballyheigue, but 
when the roads were made passable it was found 
that the raiders concentrated their assault on 
Camp Barracks, where they used rifles, re- 
volvers, and hand grenades. The garrison re- 
plied using their ammunition sparingly, knowing 
that there was no chance of reinforcements. 
When the end of the wall of the barracks was 
blown up, the police were asked to surrender, 
but bravely held their positions, ultimately 
beating off the besieging party, with the result 
stated. . 

Sergeant McDonogh was removed in an am- 
bulance during the day to Tralee Military Ficep?- 
tal. where he was attended by Dr. Hargrave.

RAID FOR ARMS IN LIMERICK. 


SIR VINCENT NASH’S HOUSE VISITED. 

The residence of Sir Vincent Nash, D.L., at 
' Shannon View, Castle Troy, near Limerick, was 
raided by a party of armed men about half-past 
ten o'clock on Wednesday night. Sir Vincent 
and Lady Nash and the members of the family 
were at home, and a knock having been 
heard at the door, Sir Vincent was 
informed by those outside that there 
was a telegram to be delivered. They were told 
to put it under the door, and to this request 
came the reply that the party wanted arms and 
to open the door. Sir Vincent did so, stating 
that such erms as he had had were given to 
the police, and that he had a receipt for them. 
He had, he said, a gun that belonged to his 
son. who died at the front. After conferring 
with one another, the raiders intimated that 
they would not take the gun, and apologised to 
Sir Vincent over the matter. The telephone 
wire was cut. Before the raiders left the house 
was partially searched, and two trench helmets 
were taken away. The raiding party numbered 
about thirty men, and they carried revolvers.

MIDNIGHT SCENES IN 


UBLIN. 
CONSTABLE SHOT DEAD. 
SERGEANT AND CIVILIAN

THREE ARMED MEN 
ARRESTED. 

One of the principal thoroughfares of Dublin 
was the scene of a grim tragedy this morning, 
when Constable John Walsh, of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, was shot dead in the 
vicinity” of Messrs. Hamilton and Long's 
chentist shop at the corner of Suffolk street and 
Grafton street. His companion, Sergeant Dun- 
leary, and a civilian, whose identity has not 
been disclosed, were wounded. 

From the meagre information which we have 
becn able to obtain, it appears that at about 
145 this morning a group sof men 
were seen to congregate outside the pre- 
mises of Messrs. Cramer, Wood and Co., 
in Westmoreland street. The men separated 
into three parties. One went in the direction 
of Brunswick street, another went towards 
Fleet street, and the third made its way in the 
direction of Trinity College and Grafton street. 

Sergeant Dunleary and Constable Walsh, 
who were on patrol duty, seem to have been 
coming in the direction of Nassau street corner 
when they were met by the third party, which 
immediately opened fire on them with revolvers. 


A desperate fusilade followed, in the course of 
which both policemen were shot; the constable 
fatally, and one of the attacking party was 
wounded. ; 

When Constable Walsh fell, Sergeant Dun- 
leary ran towards Brunswick street for assist- 
ance. Police whistles were blown, and 
the Fire Brigade Ambulance was sum- 
moned. Sergeant Dunleary, the wounded 
civilian, and the body of Constable Walah were 
subsequently removed to hospital. 

Another attack, equally daring, but, for- 
tunately, unsuccessful, was made on a patrol 
in the vicinity of Marlborough place at about 
the same time. Constables Macdonnell, 105 C,

It was quite true that Resident Magis 
trates might be removed by the Executive, but 
so could every other magistrate he removed. 
But surely full safeguard was given by the 
right to appeal to a judge who was irremovable. 
If the Government could lessen by this means 
the number of cases tried by courtmartia] they 
would he tery satisfied. 

OUTRAGE AND INTIMIDATION.

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EINSTEIN’S THEORY, 


HIS IDEA OF GRAVITATION. 

Sir Frank Dyeon, Astronomer Royal, continu- 
ing his series of lectures at the Roya! [nstity- 
tion, writes the Morning Jost, threw some new 
light on the very abstruse Einstein Theory of 
Gravitation as a form of motion. One par- 
ticular remark he made—almost incidentally— 
seems to give highly interesting evidence on 
the Binstein Theory as regards the Newtonian 
Law of Gravitation. 

It will be remembered that during the war 
there were reports more than once of airmen 
who, flying at great heights and getting in- 
volved in dense cloud, lost a)! their bearings 
and found—when they recovered the means of 
observation—that they had been flying “ upside 
down " without knowing it. The average non- 
scientific reader, it is safe to assume, on reading 
euch accounts, took them in a fanciful and 
not a literal sense: could not imagine that 
a man might be for some time head down- 
wards as regards Earth and yet feel himself 
to be sitting upright. But, Sir Frank Dyson 
pointed out in his lecture on Saturday,, that, 
acoording to the Einstein Theory of Gravita- 
tion, this “ flying upside down ” without being 
aware of the fact was Quite natural. The 
flying man could not in his machine detect the 
difference between gravitational force and the 
force provided by hie machine when he was 
deprived of his Earth means of observation.

CHEMISTRY IN THE WAR. 


i" LESSONS FOR PEACE TIME. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
BERLIN, Fesevarr lrg, 1920. 

The work of the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute 
for Chemistry at Berlin-Dahlem had scarcely 
commenced in earnest when the war broke out. 
Two years of research in & new and un- 
organised institute is not eufficient to guarantee 
a continuity of results. In all, about a dozen 
different treatises had been written, embodying 
the results of completed investigations. Other 
published work had appeared in the technical 
press. The machinery of research was, how- 
ever, sufficiently developed to make it instantly 
available for war work. 

The original research was carried on in the 
various departments by world-famous specialists, 
who were assisted in turn by less-Known, but 
promising, doctors of science, and a number of 
younger men fully qualified under the require- 
mente of: their professional unions to act as 
chemists, physicists, etc., but not possessing the 
doctor's degree. These assistants were 
privileged to gain experience on the distinct 
understanding that they should graduate within 
a definite time. In the first rush to the 


colours following deciaration of wer, all these 
young men were called in. The higher asest- 
anta were also needed for hospital and cuemical 
work at the front. The professors alone re- 
mained. Their whole attention had to be 
directed to solving problems of. war valuc. 
One branch of the work was devoted to 
problems connected with the use of poisunous 
gases. On the adjoining common large num- 
bers of little huts were erected, and hundreds 
of assistants were employed in the tests. 
Samples of gas used by the Allied forces were 
brought here for analysis, and their effects 
were studied. The antidotes were then worked 
out, and the treatment of poisoned victims 
was investigated. The research deparimeut 
was also ceaselessly at work, searching for more 
deadly varieties of poison fumes. The German 
field of research was distinctly limited by the 


shortage of raw material: it was aimost 
essential to base any work upon the use of 
chlorine, which was produced in enormous 
quantities in the electrolysis of common salt 
in the manufacture of caustic soda. What 
euceess resulted from this work is largely 
known in Allied countries—at least, the offen- 
sive side of it ie known. The important point 
about it is that the machinery for meeting a 
national crisis was at hand, and could be used 
instantly. 

The work of the Inatitute since then has not

been very epoch-making. First, the skilled 
experimenters were drained away by the war, 
and no recruits have been available to recom- 
mence the work in al] ile vigour. Secondly, 
the continuity of the research was broken, and 
work was taken up for which no 
ecientiic man has either much  inierest 
or inclination. The war work adds nothing of 
permanent value to our knowledge of acience, 
nor has it any lasting use in peace times. Then, 
again, the plenitude of apparatus and materials 
eo essential in any real research fell away dur- 
ing the war; so that, had there been full oppor: 
tunity to conduct work normally, the materials 
woud have been wanting. Then, again, Ger- 
man research of netessity lost touch with re- 
search in the outside world, and much of the 
inspiration which comes from a stream of sug- 
gestive discussion current in the ecientific Press 
of the world was lost. Finally, the rise in the 
price of all the necessaries of laboratory work, 
| and the fact that the Institute derives a fixed 
income in marks from the endowed investments 
which it possesses, added still further to its 
difficulties. To-day the work is virtually brought 
to a stand-still by the fact that German money 
‘possesses only about one-seventeenth of the 


now insufficient to pay the professorial staff the 
salaries commensurate with their qualifications 

All these factors combine to render the pre- 
sent work of the Institute a dead-letter. As 
one goes through the exquisitely fitted and 
furnished laboratories one finds @ lonely vacancy 
about the place where previously the atmosphere 
was tense with excited interest. Here and there 
a dogged struggler is courageously carrying on, 
but under endiess difficulty. The poisonous 
‘gases of war time notoriety are being used for 
destroying msect pests on (fruit-trees and 
‘cereais. In one department research is proceed- 
. ing with the object of converting the available 
mineral and coal tar oile into fuals for motor 
, cars. Needless to say, this work is of enormous 
importance to-day in Germany, where transport 
of all kinds is so desperately needed, and where 
moter traffic, on account of its mobility, is in- 
valuable The xceults thus far have been 
meagre, but the naturo of these two aims 
shows that such an imstitution ie eminently 
practical in its aime. ; 

In fine, the aveilability of such an Inatitute 
had enormous influence on the German plan of 
campaign in the war, and from the German 
point of view was of immense value. As a 
means of furthering the development of Ger- 
man industry it stands always at hand, but is 
temporarily out oí action. That it will pre- 
sently recover ite vitality and influence is be- 
yond question. It is chiefly a matter of money. 
The present drift of the Institute’s work shows 
what it can do to assist our competitors to 
recover and to keep pace with world progress. 
British industry should take the fullest advan- 
tage of every new facility of a similar kind 
that has been made available by the lessons 
taught by the war
